RELATIVES ARE KILLED. 


Tlie Town of Goliad, Teiai?, Stru ck 
By a Tornado—Many i)ea 1 and 
Inju red. 


Prof. H . L. Billlu p s receiv ed a 
telegram last nigh t from G jlia d , 
Tex as, a tow n of 3 300 p eop le, in­ 
form ing him th at the city had been 
almost w ip ed off of the earth by a 
tornado, and a nu m ber of his rela­ 
tiv es were dead and others icju red. 
H e left on the K aty ily er for the 
scene of destru ction. 
T elegram s to the m orning p ap ers 
say that thirty negroes and tw enty - 
sev en w hite 
p eop le were 
killed, 
while sev enty -fiv e or eighty others 
were inju red. 
Goliad is abou t 19 0 miles sou th­ 
east of S an A nto nio on the G u lf, 
W e st Tex as and Pacific ra ilv a y . 
It is one of the oldest 
tow ns 
in 
Tex as, and was the scene of the 
massacre of Colonel F a nning and 
his men by M ex icans d aring the 
w a r for indep sndence in 1S36.

disp atch 
from Goliad say s : 
“ A t a qu arter 
t3 4 this afternoon a tornado stru ck 
the beau tifu l and historical tow n 
of G oliad and left death and deso­ 
lation in its p a th w a y bey ond the 
p ow er of p en to p ortray . 
“ A corresp ondent 
reached the 
scene at 7 o ’clock 
on a sp ecial 
train from V ictoria, T ex ., bearing 
doctors, 
nu rses 
and 
medicines, 
friends and relativ es of Goliad p eo­ 
p le and the O ’C onnor G u ards. 
“ The scene w hich m et the ey e 
on reaching the scene of destru c­ 
tion, w hich w as in the w estern 
p art of the city , was ap p alling. 
B etw een C hu rch and P atrice streets, 
which ran north and sou th a dis­ 
tance of a mile in length, only one 
hou se 
was 
left 
standing, 
and 
scarcely a v estige of m an cou ld be 
seen. 
V ery little dam age was done 
ex cep t w ith in these bou ml .ries, a 
w id th of 250 y ards. 
“ T h e tornado was p receded a 
few 
m om ents by a heav y 
hail­ 
storm and a deep ru m bling scu od.

The locomotive number ed 2990, 
which will be used on the new fast 
tr ain, contains a boiler with a sur ­ 
face fr om which the steam is dr iven 
off equal to an ar ea of 50 feet wids 
and 70 feet long. 
The fir ebox is 
so ar r anged that ever y squar e inch 
of this ar ea can be kept hot at all 
times. 
Another device per mits an 
extr a weight of 10,000 pounds to 
be thr own upon the dr iving wheels 
at the moment of star ting, so as to 
pr event them fr om slipping and 
save time in getting the tr ain in 
motion. 
This weight

shifted 
back to the smaller wheels when 
the star t has been made. 
W ith 
five car s this locomotive has r un 
140 miles at the r ate of 57.2 miles 
an hour .

heard in J udge Ca rpenter’s court 
at Denver when a jury ga ve Miss 
Eva M . Osborn $i,ooo da ma ges 
because R a lph La wrence forcibly 
took her hair dow n. 
.Miss Osborn 
sued for ig o,ooo, a lleging that she 
wa s much injured in 
the scuffle 
which ensued upon the a ttempt of 
La wrence. 
L.awrence did not appear. 
H e 
had formerly appea red in the case 
by three attorneys, H . R . Pendery, 
J . B. Bissell a nd L M. Goddard, 
alluded to by pla intiff’s a ttorney as 
“ some of the most eminent coun­ 
sel in the sta te.” 
But for some 
reason 
these a ttorneys w ithdrew 
their appea ra nce and the suit wa» 
undefended. 
W h y La wrence wa nted to take 
Miss Osborn’s hair down wa s told 
by the pla intiff’s a ttorney, Rufus 
M. Sua vely. 
H e said : 
“ Gentlemen, w e think the reason 
that La wrence tried to do this wa s 
on a ccount of jea lousy on the part 
of a young la dy friend of Miss Os­ 
born. 
Miss Osborn’s friend and 
La wrence were very well a cqua int­ 
ed, if not sweethea rts. Tnis friend 
suggested to La wrence, who had 
admired Miss Osborn’s hair, that 
it wa s false. 
Miss Osborn had a 
most luxuria nt head cf hair and 
La wrence 
a ppa rently determined 
to see for himself whether it were 
false or n ot.” 
The scuffle is a lleged to ha ve oc­ 
curred on Ma y 2, 19 01, in a room 
in which La wrence had met Miss 
Osborn’s fnend and herself.

Osborn 
a ppea red 
on the witness 
stand

pened. 
She is a tall young woma n 
21 
years of a ge. 
She weighed 
170 pounds before the injuries re­ 
ceived, but has ever since weighed 
only 
about *140. 
She 
appeared 
attired in a dark shirt wa ist with 
small do's in it and a dark skirt. 
She held up her left hand to be 
sworn because her right ha nd wa s 
disabled. 
She had 
a 
fair 
com ­ 
plexion and a 
plea sing 
manner. 
Her story of the occurrence 
wa s 
that she had ha ppened to be with 
her friend when La wrence called to 
see the litter. 
It wa s the second 
trme she had ever seen La wrence. 
“ Miss Osborn, take your hair 
d ow n ,” he said, without previous 
introduction to the subject. 
“ I thought he wa s juking,” said 
Miss Osborn, “ and I did not pay 
much a ttention to the ma tter. 
H e 
said it a ga in and I told him I would 
not 
it. 
I still thought he wa s 
in fun. 
H e ca me up to me and 
said : 
“ ‘A re you going to take your 
hair dow n or are you not? ’ 
“ I told him I wa s not and that 
it wa s not very nice for him to talk 
to me that wa y. 
H e said he would 
la ke It dow n for me. 
H e grabbed 


my wrist and bent my arm up be­ 
hind my back like this (putting an 
arm back under her shoulder and 
up towa rd her necl^). 
It pained 
me very much and 1 felt sick all 
over. 
I grew very pale and my 
friend asked him to stop for he wa s 
hurting 
me. 
H e 
kept 
on 
and 
worked to get my hair down, still 
tw isting

Miss Osborn’s arm wa s 
dislo­ 
cated. 
She remained 
in bed 
for

weeks, 
much of that time in 
terrible pain. 
Her wrist is now so 
stiff that she ca nnot bend it. 
One 
of the features of the case wa s the 
ba ring of Miss Osborn’s pretty arms 
to the elbow and a minute exa m ­ 
ina tion of the arm and wrist by 
several of the jurors. 
J udge Ca rpenter took much in­ 
terest in the case and questioned 
Miss Osborne himself. 
“ D id your physicia n ever a dvise 
you 
that you could 
ma ke your 
wrist limber by working it back 
a nd forth? ” inquired the judge. 
‘ O. yes,” wa s the reply. “ I put 
something on it every night to take 
out the stiffness.” 
“ But I mea n by forcibly bend­ 
ing your wrist, and keeping up the 
trea tment,” said the judge. 
“ Y es, sir, the doctors ha ve been 
bending a nd working it for several 
m onths,” said Miss Osborn, “ but 
there is no improvement in its con­ 
dition.” 
Miss 
Osborn 
wa s 
an 
a ccom­ 
plished pia no pla yer before the in­ 
jury and had a few pupils. 
She 
ca nnot pla y at all now. 
She has 
also worked for the Lirge food com ­ 
panies, giving

J udge Ca rpenter wa rned the jury 
not to give a verdict out of sym ­ 
pa thy, but he told them no person 
had a right to do wha t La wrence 
had done, either in fun or as an 
assault.

K aty Switchmen Are Out at 
Denison, Texas. 


SUPT. M A X W E LL TALKS. 


Trouble Was Caused By BriDgiog lu 
Outside Man for Nigbt Yard- 
master. 


J. W . Maxwell, general super­ 
intendent of the Texas lines of the 
K a ty , was seen by a Denison Her­ 
ald 
reporter 
Saturday 
afterncon 
and asked if he had a statement to 
make showing the company’s side 
of the switchmen’s strike, which is 
still 
in 
progress. 
Mr. M axw ell 
said : 
‘ •The employes deny the com­ 
pany the privilege of appointing a 
night yardmaster here except from 
the ranks of the men employed in 
the yards. 
W e maintain we have 
a right to appoint the yardmaster 
from anywhere, as he is an official 
of the company. 
“ T he general 
yardmaster here 
was sick and laying off. 
W e had 
a night yardmaster and an assistant 
yardmaster. 
Supt. Harris, of the 
Fort W orth division, left for Dallas 
Monday 
morning.

hud thrown up his position. 
‘ On Monday 
morning, a 
few 
hours later, as TrainmaKer Millar 
was leaving on the Houston and 
Texas Central, the assii^tint yard- 
master told Mr. Millar that he un­ 
derstood that the night yardmaster 
had 
thrown 
up 
his 
job. 
Mr. 
Millar offered the position, in that 
case, to the assistant. He declined. 
Mr. Harris had made an offer to 
the man who informed him, and 
he declined. 
“ When Mr. 
Millar ariived 
in 
Dallas and told Mr. Harris what 
had happened, they decided that 
they would have to get 
a 
night 
yardmaster. Mr. Harris telegraph­ 
ed to S. H. Swanner, at 
Gaines­ 
ville 
and 
offered him the place. 
After some correspondence by tele­ 
graph, Mr. Swanner accepted on 
Wednesday, I think. 
“ On Thursday, not knowing what 
action had 
been 
taken, 
General 
Yardmai^ter Grover asked Robert­ 
son to take the night yards again. 
He had been laying off. 
B y the 
way, we regard Mr. Robertson as 
one of the best men on the road, 
and was giving satisfactory service 
when he had the night shift. 
Mr. 
Harris instructed Mr. Grover that 
he had employed Mr. Swanner to 
take the

shift. 
The 
men 
said they would not work 
under 
Swanner, because he was an out­ 
side man. 
“ They reported to A gent Stoner 
:hat they would not work under 
Swanner, not that they had any 
personal 
objection 
to 
him, 
but 
claimed that their agreement had 
jeen violated 
in 
getting a man 
from the outside and not from their 
ranks. 
“ Mr. Stoner got Mr, Robertson 
to take the yards that night, and 
the men gave the company until 
lo o’clock the 
next morning to 
settle the matter. 
I came here yes­ 
terday morning on No. 34, and met 
the grievance committee. 
I told 
them the switchmen had a contract 
with the K aty, and the promotions 
from the ranks were to be up to 
and including foremen, and did not 
include yardmaster, and that the 
yardmaster was not referred to in 
the agreement nor in the scale of 
wages. 
“ I sent for all the switchmen 
and 
explained 
the 
situation 
to 
them, and expected they would go 
to work, conceding us the right to 
name our yardmaster. 
They asked 
me, after I had finished talking, if 
they 
were 
to 
understand 
that 
Swanner was to continue in the 
position of night yardmaster. 
I 
told them he was, and they went 
on strike. 
“ W e have handled only a little 
stock business and passenger trains 
since the strike went on. W eaBked 
for officers to protect our men at 
work, and have about twenty-five 
regular and special officers guard­ 
ing the property. 
W e expect to 
get men to take the places of the 
switchmen, and expect to be run­ 
ning trains shortly. 
“ The company officials have no 
feeling in the matter, nor prejudice 
against Mr. Robertson or Mr. Ash- 
enharst, whom the men wanted to 
be night 
yardmaster. 
T hey are 


excellent men, capable and efficient, 
acd stand in high favor with Mr. 
Harris, Mr. Millar and other offi­ 
cials.
